SIR SAMUEL MONTAGU’S FINAL REPLY. 


Sir,—Your readers: must be as weary as I am of this correspondence 
which will, however, cease, as far as I am concerned, with this letter. 

Mr. H. Lucas has abandoned his criticism of the straightforward announce- 
ment that the Notting Hill Synagogue will not charge seat-rental under the 
pretence that it is taxation for communal burdens. 

He has admitted that such taxation raised by Constituent Synagogues is not 
ear-marked, and consequently as regards three-quarters of it is merged in the 
general seat-rental,; but witha persistency worthy of a better cause Mr. Lucas 
maintains his attack upon me on two pleas. He states that as regards the 
accounts between the Constituent Synagogues and the Council, which do not 
reach the ordinary seatholder, the.30 per cent. taxation is by order of the Council 
styled ‘for general purposes.” This makes matters worse. The Constituent 
Synagogues raise, on behalf of the United Synagogue, |) per cent. taxation on 
seat-rental for the special objects indicated, the relief of the poor and general 
communal purposes. The United Synagogue will not receive the money with 
those conditions, it insists that the words “ relief of the poor ’ and * communal,” 
be eliminated, and spends the money as it pleases. 

It is worse still with an impecunious constituent synagogue. The taxation 
raised by it is not actually handed over at all, but is used to meet its liabilities, 
but by a curious arrangement of accounts the money is paid to the United 
Synagogue conditionally on a repayment being made to meet the liabilities and 
deficit of the linpecunious Synagogue. 

The second argument intended to justify this fictitious taxation is that it 
has lasted twenty years. and that I have not hitherto objected to this irregu- 
larity. I use no stronger term. | 

This statement from one who criticises me is singularly inaccurate. The 
system which I condemn and which is really indefensible, was the outcome 
of the new Financial arrangement introduced fourteen years ago, wh‘ch I opposed 
and voted against. I now make a final appeal to Mr. Lucas to use his influence 
as Senior Vice-President of the United Synagogue to stop the issue by any 


- constituent synagogue of these fictitious accounts, and to follow the example of 


the Federation, the Reform Synagogue, and: the Western Synagogue, which 
charge what is fair for seat-rental, and do not pretend to raise money in one way 
and have it applied in another. . |

A PLEA FOR JEWISH HISTORY IN THE SCHOOLS, 

Sir.—The absence of all acquaintance with the story of the troubles of our 
race on the part of unfortunately the majority of our coreligionists in this 
country, is no doubt one of the contributory causes of the drift from Judaism 
of some of the most successful, in the worldly sense, of herchildren. To the 
Jew to whom neither the doctrinal nor the social ties of Judaism are any longer 
of avail, a knowledge of the struggles of his forbears might still serve as a 
bond to his kindred, but if the past history of his race be a 
sealed book, if neither the synagogue, the family, nor the literature 
of his people can hold him, he, together with his descvndants, mustinevitably be 
lost to the community, sometimes to its future regret. The present generation 
can alone solve its own problem and rescue itself from its nescience. It alone 
is concerned with its present fate. There ir. however, a greater 
responsibility lying upon its shonlders, that of the younger and of future 
generations, and on behalf of the Jewry of the tuture I anpeal to the 
Jewish Historical Society, and in particular to its Publication Committee, to 
take its part in the work of introducing to the schcol children of to-day tbe 
glorious history of their race, Short sketches of Jewish history, prepared at 
comparatively small exnense, could take the place of the reading 
books now in use in the Jewish schools. 1 do not advocate the introduction 
of a new subject in the school curriculum. I merely suggest that 
the child may take advantage of the necessity for practice in English 
reading by using as text-books those that will serve as an introduction to a 
subject that ought to be of extreme interest to every Jew. 

The heads of the Jewish Schools if approached in the matter would no doubt 
extend to the project their sympathy and support, and a circulation sufticiently 
large to remove any financial risk would be assured even before -the books are 
written.

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THE EXODUS FROM ROUMANIA. 


[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. | 
VIENNA, 28rH JULY, 

When, one day, the history of the present emigration from Roumania is 
written, it will be found that its pages will not say much in praise of 
the foresight, the energy and the solidarity of Jewish leading circles, On the 
contrary, this emigration, the waves of which are ever swelling, has afforded 
evidence that we lack even a primitive Jewish organisation: but it has also 
proved the urgent necessity of an organisation embracing the whole of Israel. 
In Roumania the Jews fare badly; hence they emigrate. And the Jews 
throughout Europe, and even in America, declare that they are placed in 
jeopardy by the emigration, and fear that these unhappy beings will bring 
misfortune on them too. This is truly a terrible situation, the solution of which 


would merit ‘all the energy and toil of noble hearts. For this reason the cry. 


for organisation must be raised more loudly and emphatically than ever before. 
Such lamentable cowardice, such crying injustice, such planiess and aimless 
“help,” a8 we are witnessing to-day, are calculated to bring Judaism into dis- 
credit in the sight of the followers of other creeds, but also in that of upright 
Jews whose hearts can still feel for the condition of their coreligionists, and for 
the position of their religion in the sight of other peoples. 

In Vienna, which has become one of the principal points of passage of the 
emigrants, we have experienced the complete bankruptcy of the lack of system, 
the proud title of which is “ Jewish Philanthropy.” 

The persons and corporations, who, by reason of their public status and 
activity up till now, were regarded as the mandatories for relief measures in con- 
nection with the emigration movement, have called in the police as their last 
refuge. It is now too late to cast reproaches on account of sins of omission: 
all I can do now is to register facts, which tell their own tale. ast week over 
2.000 emigrants were gathered in Vienna ; nearly 8X) of them were obliged to 
camp out on the Prater Quay because, apparently, no quarters could be found 
for them ; 650 encamped in a large field in the vicinity of the State Railway . 
500 were quartered in large buildings in the 10th District, and the rest were 
accommodated in a T'almud Torah School in the Leopoldstadt. Hundreds of 
emigrants had to wait a week and longer (in some cases three weeks) unti] 
the Israelite Allianz in Vienna had decided whether they should be sent on 
and if so whither. 

I have said until the Allianz had decided. Unfortunately it did nothing 
else than decide. One day it declared that all the emigrants must go back: the 
next day the very opposite was announced. Thus the refugees alternated between 
fear and hope. All action in either direction was useless because the disposition 
of the Committee and the spirit of compliance in the emigrants changed from 
day to day, often from hour to hour. This state of things gave rise to the circula- 
tion among the emigrants of impossible rumours, in a word unbounded con- 
fusion prevailed. Never before had the need for an energetic lead been more 
apparent than to-day, for when one or another band was sent away the confusion 
reached its height. Families were torn asunder, husbands were separated from 
their wives, and children from their parents. The joy of those about to depart, 
or the grief of those who were left behind or condemned to be sent back to 
Roumania, caused regrettable dissensions and resulted in high words between 

the “ helpers” and the helped. 
: The most astonishing feature is that although the Allianz had opportuni- 
ties during the several weeks of grasping the situation, it failed to make any 
arrangements for lodging the refugees, although there are many large lodging- 
houses in this city. Is it a wonder then when we hear people say that the 
Allianz was unwilling to make any such arrangements? 19. men, 178 women, 
and 285 children camped in the burning sun (the thermometer registered more 
than 3) degrees Celsius in the shade) in a meadow. Not the slightest shelter 
was afforded them, and no provision was even made to supply them with water. 


Yet this was a group who had camped out for twelve days on the Roumanian. 


frontier before they were sent to Vienna. There had thus been ample time to 
see that they were properly lodged on their arrival here. With the 
assistance of the police, these people were forcibly sent back to Buda- 


Pesth, and thence, despite their opposition, they are to be re-transported 


to Roumania. I visited these people; the men were a fine set. There 
were a few, not more than twenty, who were _ indisposed, but 
this is an insignificant figure, considering how large were the number of women 
and children who were exposed to the great heat. The cases of illness were 
slight, and the poor people would have recovered in a day or two had they been 
allowed to rest. But this rest was denied them, Suddenly, two delegates of 


the Allianz, Dr. Arthur Kuranda and Dr. Katzau, appeared in their midst, 


and informed the emigrants that they must leave the meadow and encamp in a 
goods’ station, for such were the orders of the police. Hitherto, the police had 
in no way interfered. The delegates were followed shortly afterwards by a 
Commissary of Police, who informed them that on sanitary grounds they could 
no longer be permitted to remain in the meadow. I intervened, and appealed to 
Dr. Kuranda not to compel the poor creatures to go into trucks, 
not only because the sick would suffer, but also because those who 
were still well would be taken ill. Dr. Kuranda replied that the contemplated 
action was only a pretext to induce them to return. I begged once again that 
‘they should be accommodated for at least one night in a lodging house, and 
that then a decision should be come to what was to be done with them. I[ pointed 
out that for sanitary reasons and having regard to the fearful hardships they 
had endured during the last few days, they should not be crowded together in 
trucks. Dr. Kuranda replied that there was no room anywhere for them; but I 
at once mentioned three large buildings which I had inspected but half an hour 
before. All my exhortations were futile. The police drove the people from the 
meadow, and as the representatives of the Allianz declared that they could not 
relieve them these unhappy wanderers were forced into the trucks. No pen 
can describe the pitiful scene. Some persons gesticulated like madmen, many 
others were with difficulty restrained from throwing themselves in front of the 
locomotives, In this manner the Allianz relieved itself of the charge of 656 
human beings, 656 Jews. 

From Buda-Pesth I hear that the emigrants have been sent back to 
Roumania, and that several cases of suicide and attempted suicide have occurred 


among these despairing people. But the train was stopped on the frontier, and 
it 18 not yet known whether they will be admitted into Roumania. At the 
frontier the scandal may commence again or end in a terrible tragedy. Vienna 
and Buda-lesth had rid themselves of the wanderers. | 

The treatment of those who for the moment remain in Vienna leaves much 
to be desired. Thanks to the energetic control exercised by individuals and 
several delegates of Zionist Societies, the worst has been prevented, but not 
everything. It is fortunate that a number of doctors have placed their services 
gratuitously at the disposal of the emigrants. Thus much sickness is obviated, 
and the sanitary condition of the emigrants is maintained in a satisfactory 
manner. Even in this direction nothing had been done by the Jewish 


authorities. It was only from the ships’ captains that they learned whether 
apy one was ill, 


Hundreds of Roumanians continue to pour into Austria. In Hungary they 
are not allowed to leave the ships, and henceforth they are not to be allowed to 
cross the frontier. According to reports from Roumania, 1,500 emigrants are 
at Predeal, on the frontier, without being able to go forward or back. New 
groups are being formed, which number thousands of persons, It is not difficult 


to see what the end will be, unless order is created and an end put to the plan... 


less emigration, From Roumania itself we continue to hear the saddest news. 
The change’ of Ministry has not brought with it a change of officials, The 
persecutions and brutalities go on as before. Many Jews have been 
thrown. into prison for having dared to raise their voices against their 
crucl treatment; many others are being expelled. It is high time 
that this plague spot on the Jewish body—the misery of* the 
Jews in Roumania—should be cut out before the disease spreads to 
other limbs, The Zionist Congress will bring: hundreds of leading 


Jews to London. It will be an extraordinarily favourable opportunity if the 


Jewish leaders in England were to confer with these men how they could unite 
in alleviating the sufferings of the Roumanian Jews, and to prevent their 
becoming still greater. I have reason to believe that.on the part of Zionists 
everything would be done to bring such interchange of views to a happy result. 
I also believe that the English Jews have every reason to enter into such verbal 


conferences, although there are people who believe that they are already suffi- 


ciently informed. It is not asking too much to view a situation from various 
standpoints, and the co-operation of all factors is too valuable that it should be 
placed in doubt on account of a few men, however influential they may be. 


VIENNA, 30TH JULY. 

The semt-oflicial Budapester Corresponden: announces that the Hungarian 
Minister of tbe Interior had, until the past few days, authorised the 
passage through Hungary of all Jewish emigrants from Roumania who were 
provided with means, and had prohibited only those emigrants from ercssing 
the frontier who had neither the means to maintain themselves nor 
to pay their travelling expenses. But it has transpired that the 
overwhelming majority had only been enabled to. reach Vienna 
through the help of their coreligionists. As they were without money 
to continue their journey, the other States no longer permitted them to cross 
their respective frontiers and had decided simply to send them back. As the 
cost of maintaining them on the way threw heavy burdens on communities and 
on the State, and as it was desirable, in the interest of the emigrants 
themselves that they should not be sent back from each State which 
they entered, the Minister of the Interior decided, on the 27th inst, 
that as long as the conditions of emigration from Roumania had not been 
specifically defined, and to prevent further difficulties, and protect the interests 
of the emigrants, no emigrants whatsoever from Roumania will be permitted to 
cross the Hungarian frontier. 


On this Government order I have to make the following comments. Several 
weeks ago I pointed out in the Jeish Chronicle that the passage of Roumanian 
refugees through Hungary had practically not been permitted. From the very 
beginning the emigrants were not allowed to leave the ships or the trains which 
conveyed them through Hungary. It is not correct that the emigration has 
entailed any expense on the Hungarian Government. Only Jewish benevolence 
has hitherto taken charge of the emigrants. The solicitude which the 
Government shows for them is very touching, but it is not needed. 
So far other States have not sent back any emigrants. The 
Minister's decree gives rise to the suspicion that it is very 


welcome to a few influential persons, [ will not designedly say Jews. This | 


much must, however, be said in its favour, that it is likely to make the emigration 
movement more orderly. 


But if rumour does not lie, one State has actually forbidden Roumanian 
Jews to pass through its territory, even if it has not sent any back. Newspapers 
report that the Roumanian Minister at the Hague has prevailed upon the 
Minister for Foreign Affairs to forbid the entry into Holland of Jewish 
emigrants from Roumania. The Hague wants peace; but, above all, it does not 
want to be troubled with Jews, As theresult of this arrangement, the Roumanian 
Government has withdrawn its offer to provide emigrants with free passages 
on its steamers to Rotterdam. We need not be surpised at this turn of events ; 
for in the new Roumanian Cabinet, although its chief, M. Carp, is a Liberal, 
there are three notorious anti-Semitic leaders, MM, Fillipescu, Gradisteanu, and 
Majorescu. 


The journals of Bida-Pesth describe the terrible distress of the emigrants © 


who have been sent back by the Vienna Israelitish Allianz. The negotiations 
with the authorities have miscarried. The fugitives are not allowed to 
remain in the Hungarian capital, but are transported over the frontier. While 
they were still in Buda-Pesth, some 130 others arrived there, consisting mostly of 
doctors and of men who had been engaged in the liberal professions. Though they 
were possessed of means to pay for their lodgings they were taken to the House 
of Detention for malefactors and vagrants, and it was not till the day following 
their arrival that they were released. Simultaneously with this group a ship 
arrived with 320 emigrants. They were not permitted to disembark, and were 
sent back. A wealthy Buda-Pesth Jew, moved by the misery which he 
witnessed, offered 2,300 florins to pay the cost of sending 27 individuals to 
America, but the police refused the offer. | 

On Saturday, the Allianz in Vienna sent 136 young men to Bremen 
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Ninety-one families (numbering over 300 souls), are to be sent back a8 soon as 
possible, at least to Buda-Pesth. There the police will do the rest. 

The group of 650 refugees which the Allianz induced the police to send 
by train to Buda-Pesth have been sent back to Roumania by the Jewish com- 
munity in that city. To-day’s papers announce that the Buda-Pesth community 
has been notified by telegraph that the Roumanian authorities have refused to 
allow the emigrants to re-enter their native land. As other bands are 
being re-transported, nobody knows what is to become of these 
emigrants. They were forcibly prevented from going farther on their 
journey without having been previously advised whether they would be 
allowed to go back to Roumania. As they were not accompanied by delegates 
of the Allianz a few days will elapse before authentic information can come 
to hand as to the condition of the poor wanderers. W. 


We have been favoured with the following extracts from a private letter 
from Roumania, dated 27th July :-—‘In to-day’s Jewish Chronicle I see that 
the paragraphs in my letters have been copied, and am showing them to— 
who is now here staying with me. I was told they were just what was happen- 
ing. We all feel so helpless towards these poor unfortunate emigrants with 
starvation staring them in the face either here in Roumania or out of it, The 
little money one can give to so many is like a drop in the ocean, and all these 
people declare that if they have to starve they prefer taking the risk out of 
Roumania than in it. You see one of the deepest grievances these people have 
is that they willingly give up the three vears military service required, but they 
consider that on this account they should be made Roumanians, and not have 
the word “Straini”’ (strangers), thrown into their faces through no fault of 
their own, and then to find every opening for work debarred to them because 
they are strangers. You can readily imagine how these grievances eat into their 
very souls. To show you that it is not alone the lower class Jews who are 
prevented from becoming Roumanian citizens, I cite the case of old Mr.— 
who was one of the Jews naturalised as a Roumanian after the war was over. 
His two eldest sons were already born when their father was thus naturalised, with 
the result that these sons are not Roumanians, but endeavoured to be 
naturalised after they came of age. The eldest is dead, as [ told you in a former 
letter, and the second son’s demand for naturalisation was refused by Parlia- 
ment, He is now living somewhere in either Austria or Hungary. I know 
many similar cages, too numerous to mention, even after they had served their 
time in the Roumanian Army. The last thing it seems that the emigrants do 
when they are in the train is to almost fling their conscription books in the 
faces of the police. The Jewish Reservists, in former years, banded themselves 
together, kept up their drill and paraded with their flags from time to time to 
attempt to curry favour with the Roumanians. Whether it is true that they 
said they would go over to the enemy in time of war if they were not naturalised 
I do not know, but the Roumanians declare they had said so and pretended to 
be angrier with the Jews than ever. Anyhow, these Jewish Reservists have 
given up their drilling, etc, and probably this emigration, just at a time of 
financial difficuty for the Roumaniang, is their idea of revenge. I do not think 
that this emigration was organised or encouraged from outside this country, 


The Persecution of the Jews in Roumania. 
HOUSE OF COMMONS—Mownpay. 


Lord E, FrrzMAvRICE asked the Under Secretary for Foreign Affairs if the 
attention of the Foreign Office had been drawn to the continued persecution of 
the Jewish population in Roumania, and the denial to them of civil and religious 


rights : and if the Roumanian Government had been reminded that their con- 


duct in those matters was contrary to the Treaty of Berlin. 

' Mr. Broprick : Reports have appeared in the European Press that the 
emigration of Jews from Roumania, which has recently taken place, has been 
caused by the ill-treatment of the Jews by the authorities ; but, according to the 
information received by Her Majesty’s Government, there are no grounds for this 
statement. It is understood that the Jews in Roumania are not naturalised, but 
no complaints have reached Her Majesty's Government, and, consequently, no 
representations have been made by them to the Roumanian (Government on the 
subject. 


The following letter appeared in the 7imes yesterday :— 


Sir,—The reply which Mr. Brodrick gave to Lord Edmond Fitzmaurice in 
the House of Commons yesterday was made under an obvious misapprehension 
of the facts of the case. The statement of Lord E. Fitzmaurice was perfectly 
accurate. It is absolutely known to the Alliance Israclite of Paris and to the 
Council of the Anglo-Jewish Association, London (of which latter body we are 
members), that the emigration of Roumanian Jews is due to an acute condition 
of persecution and restrictive legislation. The facts of this state of affairs were 
clearly set forth on page 5 of the Zimes of July 23, by a correspondent who was 
very well informed. 

The fact to which Mr. Brodrick referred in the words “It is understood 
that the Jews in Roumania are not naturalised” is in truth the chief act of 
violation on the part of the Roumanian Government of the Treaty of Berlin. 
The further circumstance mentioned by Mr. Brodrick, that “ no complaints have 
reached Her Majesty’s Government,” 1s due mainly to over-considerateness on 
the part of representative Jewish bodies, who have abstained from approaching 
the Foreign Office on account of the great |pressure upon the Government of

Anti-Jewish Riots. at Odessa. 


SOLDIERS KILLED AND 120 JEWS INJURED. 
(“DAILY NEWS” TELEGRAM. | | 
OpeEssaA, WEDNESDAY. 


A serious disturbance commenced in the Jewish quarter of the Soltchok 
here on Sunday night last, and was continued intermittently over Monday and 
“ese rma The local press is not allowed to mention the affair. Two soldiers were 

illed in the riot of Sunday evening, and down to to-night about 120 Jews had 
been taken to hospital, many of them most grievously injured, It is stated that 
five of the Hebrew victims have succumbed to their injuries, but of this I can 
obtain no positive information. It is certain, however, that had it not been for 
the energetic and decisive measures adopted by Count Schuvaloff, the Governor, 
and the Police-master, the disturbance would have developed into a general 
popular attack upon the Jews. 


The affair of Sunday evening originated in the following manner: A 
number of soldiers, previous to embarkation for the Far East, were disposing 
of superfluous articles of their kits to the Jewish dealers. One of them, who 
had, sold articles to the value of five roubles, alleged that his pockets had 
immediately thereafter been picked by the Jewish dealer. That allegation 
was the signal for an instant and ferocious attack upon the Jews of the 
whole quarter. The soldiers, it is alleged, were further exasperated by 
the knowledge that some sixty of their Jewish regimental comrades were 
reported as ‘deserters, Nearly all the booths in the Jewish quarter 
were wrecked and plundered by the mob, which joined the soldiers, The 
police were powerless to restore order, and it was only some hours later 
in the evening, and with the assistance of Cossacks and infantry, that the mob 
was dispersed, but only to reassemble later on in small parties in different 
directions. There are abundant witnesses to prove, if they were permitted to 
do so, that many of the troops summoned to protect the Jews from the 
oo of the people joined in the assaults when not under the eyes of their 
officers. 


On Monday morning the Jewish quarters and the bazaars were patrolled 
by Cossacks and mounted police, but despite their vigilance the Jews were here 
and there brutally beaten, and none of them ventured to open their shops or 
booths. -To-day the assaults were fewer, as it had become known 
that the arrested rioters taken in flagrante had been summarily and 
severely tlogged within the police-stations. The great mass of respectable 
Jewish citizens may well feel sorely aggrieved by this disgraceful popular 
excess at such a time, Only last week a thousand Jewish Soldiers mustered 
from the’various military drafts told off for immediate embarkation to the Far 
East, attended a solemn service in the Chief Synagogue, and a number of 
superior officers were present to hear the stirring and patriotic address of the 
Rabbi, 

Later. 

A proclamation by the Governor announces that twelve hundred arrests 
have been made in connection with the street disturbances, Public order and 
security are now restored. 


The Konitz Riots. 


___[t will be remembered that last June riots took place at Konitz, resulting 
in the sacking of the Synagogue, in connection with the alleged Ritual Murder 
in that town. The Correctional Chamber at Konitz has already dealt with some 
of the rioters, and on the 20th ult, it sentenced four youths (aged 1) and 17), 
to terms of imprisonment varying from three to twelve months. 


Fanaticism at _ Fez. 


— 


The English newspaper, Al-Moghreb Al-Aksa, of Tangier, in its issue of 
July 21st, says :-— 

Our information from Fez by to-day’s mail shows that there is a recrudes- 
cence of fanaticism among the majority of the Mohammedan population in 


the northern capital, and their ill-feeling goes against the Jewish community. 


This is evidently owing to the fact that none of the murderers of Marcus 
Esagui has been arrested, notwithstanding that almost everyone of them is well 
known. One or two of them, it is said, are being harboured ‘by the local 
authorities ; but there is the hope that through the exertions of the French 
Vice-Cousul, who is making headway in his investigation and obtaining reliable 
depositions even from a number of Moors, the matter will be brought to light, 
the criminals traced and justice done. It is also reported that many of the 
Jews dare not leave the Mellah. To make matters worse, the Governor of 
Sfroo is treating the Jews with a high hand, and flogging them right and left. 
All well-to-do members of the Sfroo Mellah have already fled to that of Fez, 
whilst many of the Fez Jews are preparing to leave for Tangier. Among the 
indignities that are heaped upon them is the reinforcement of the old order 
ater ie Jews entering the Mohammedan quarters of Fez should go bare- 
ooted.

A Jewish Hero in Dutch East India.

The Queen of Holland has conferred the Knighthood of the Military 
William Order on Brigadier M. Cohen, who is at present serving in the army

At the last storming of Tjot Kala, the officer in command, in order to 
obviate unnecessary sacrifice of life, gave directions for the troops to return at 
the gallop. During the gallop Cohen noticed that one of the officers had 
remained behind as his horse was following without its rider. His request to 
some of his comrades to ride back with him in search of the officer does not 
seem to have been heard by them, in consequence of the din caused by the fire 
of the enemy. He, therefore, returned alone under a hail of fire from the 
Atchinese, and after a short time he found the officer, who was lying wounded, 
As soon as he possibly could in the circumstances he raised the officer on to 
his own horse, and, under a deadly fire, carried him back to the column and 
placed him in the ambulance. This courageous act was witnessed by several of 
the officers with their field glasses. Young Cohen had already previously been 
mentioned in despatches for his bravery in the campaign, and expects shortly 
to receive his stripes as non-commissioned officer for another exploit.

A Letter from Bulawayo.

JUNE DTH, 1900. 
There has been a “ boom” here of late in Jewish matters. Seder night was 


observed throughout our habitations as never before in this city. We were 


fortunate in the matter of Shevuotb, which fell on Sunday and Whit-Monday. 
The Shool was prettily decorated with plants, lent for the occasion by the Park 
Curator, and large gatherings were the order of the day. The sermon dealt with 
the festival as (1) a harvest festival, (2) the Anniversary of the Giving of the 
Law, (3) the day of the self-consecration of our race to its mission of being “a 
kingdom of priests and an holy nation.’ As usual, we are confronted here 
—and in an acute form—with that crucial question of modern 
Judaism, viz,, the Sabbath. So far, we have managed to hold service every 
Friday night and Sabbath morning. This is something, considering that in a town 
like Port Elizabeth there is no regular Sabbath service. But it must be remem- 
bered that for the last eight months Bulawayo has been practically in a state of 
siege, cut off from the world, except by the long and tedious route via Beira. 
Business has been almost at a standstill, and we lave been able to hold services, 
whereas in brisk times this may be a very difficult feat. It is hoped, however, 
that we shall always be able to have Minyan on Friday nights if not on 
Sabbath mornings, which is the busiest time of the week. The Rev. M. I. 
Cohen intends to deliver his monthly ‘sermons on Friday nights, He has 
established Sabbath afternoon services for children. A Jewish school had 
been conducted by Miss Selina Loewenstark for some eighteen months, and, 
considering the very varied ages and attainments of the children, excellent 
work had been done. There is an excellent English school in the town, and 
the rei of Mashonaland expressed himself as only too delighted to give us 
facilities for teaching Hebrew and cognate subjects during the first half-hour 


of the day. Under the circumstances the Jewish school was closed. Eight 


children attend the English school, and there Mr. Cohen teaches every morning 
for about forty minutes. Miss Loewenstark opened a private school, and has 
retained the bulk of her old pupils. Mr. Cohen has established Sunday classes 
at which all Jewish children may attend. The result is that Jewish children 
in ~ ape may obtain Hebrew and religious instruction every day in the 
week. 

Considering the size of our congregation, we are well supplied with societies, 
There are Educational, Benevolent and Chovevi Zion Societies. The latter, 
with a membership of 120, is far and away the strongest and most flourishing. 
Under its auspices we held recentiy a most interesting debate on that fascinating 
question, “ Are the Jews a nation or a religious brotherhood?” . Lastly, we have 
established a Chevra Kadisha, which bids fair to develop into a very flourish- 
ing society. 

The Jewish community, as an active religious organisation, is now on the 
same footing as any other denominations. The Rev. M. I. Cohen had the privi- 


lege of representing our congregation on the Mafeking Relief C:lebration 


Committee, which included the most prominent men in the town. Mrs. Lawley, 
the wife of the Administrator, sent Mr. Cohen a most charming letter, in which 
she asked him to nominate a lady as Jewish representative on the Ladies’ 
Benevolent Society, over which she presides. Inthe name of the Society she 
offered to assist any deserving Jewish cases he might recommend. Mr. Cohen 
explained to her however that it has always been a tradition amongst us that 
we should take care of our own poor, that we have a Benevolent Society of our 
own, and are quite able to grapple with any distress in our midst. On the con- 


trary, we were quite prepared to contribute tothe funds of her Society, and, as a © 


matter of fact, our representative has collected a very considerable sum for that 
purpose. 

Nevertheless, the Jewish community is face to face with a very grave 
crisis. The ever-recurring difficulties that have arisen in Rhodesia have pro- 
duced a general, but, [am sure, only temporary. depression. As soon as the raul- 
way re-opens there will be a conular exodus trom this country, in which our 
community will be strongly represented. The vast proportion of the emigrants 
will go to the Rand. Indeed, there will be an extraordinary concentration of 
South African population in Johannesburg. But, after a time, many will 
return, and many fresh-comers will arrive also, for the resources of this country 
are undoubted. Yet prophesying in the past has been a common but profitless 
operation, and, for the next twelve months, our prospects are by no means 
roseate. 

Of course, the War has been the eternal subject of thought and talk. The 
relief of Mafeking has at the same time relieved Bulawayo of any apprehension 
of invasion. The thanksgiving service at the Synagogne in commemoration of 
the relief of Mafeking was one of tlie most impressive services ever held here. 
A large audience assembled for the occasion, for which a special order of service 
had been drawn up by the minister. Psalm 150 was first sung by the choir, and 
the Rev. M. I. Cohen then proceeded to read Psalms 30), 57,126, and 150. The 
Scrolls of the Law were all taken out of the Ark, and the Prayer for the Queen 
and Royal Family, the High Commissioner, and the Administrator, read. An 
impressive discourse was delivered by Mr. Cohen. A collection on behalf 
of the fund of the Memorial Hospital realised £7 13s. 6d. At the conclusion of 
the service the whole congregation rose and sang the National Anthem. — 

Bulawayo Jews have contributed their fair share to the Rhodesian contingents.

I have not seen in your lists the names of Edward Saber, Imperial Light 


Horse, brother of Mr, J. Saber, ex-President of this congregation. Mrs. Saber — 


informs me that he was wounded early in the war, in Natal, but recovered. 
They have not heard from him since. Another Jewish trooper is John Hill 
(H. M. Lowenstark), of Bethune’s Mounted Infantry. On looking through m 
note-book, I find the names of several other Jewish soldiers. Reyfield, 
Brabant’s Horse, wounded. Reyfield, like Harry Zeffert, was also in the 
Matabele War of 1896. B. Royal (Rubinstein), Cape Scouts ; S. Rosen (I don't 
know what regiment he belongs to) ; Emanuel Tayfield and Nathan Tayfield, 
Thorneycroft's Mounted Infantry ; Leo Rogaly, Imperial Light Horse ; 
Glucksman, Mafeking (also in war of 1896); A. G. Lezard, Bethune’s Mounted 
Infantry ; M. Lambert and D. 8. Wartski, Durban Light Infantry ; H. Freeman, 
A. Freeman and 8. L. Fraser, all of the Colonial Scouts ; Lance-Corporal 8. Van 
Thal, Ist Royal Inniskilling Fusiliers ; Sergeant G. Aaronson, Army Pay Corps ; 
E. Jacobs, Ist King’s Royal Rifles, Eshowe ; Alec Grainger, Colonial Scouts ; 
‘Sergeant H. Freeman, J Troop, Brabant’s Horse. I have already mentioned 
Louis Friend, attached to Plumer’s Force. I am told that his eldest brother is 
ee on here in the Imperial Yeomanry, that his second brother is in the 
Yorkshire Light Infantry, and was wounded at Belmont, and that even his 
youngest brother has left his home in Leeds to join the army in South Africa. 
As the father is a Russian Jew, these facts speak eloquently for the loyalty of 
the foreign Jew. I have the same authority for mentioning the name of Louis 
Isaacs, of the Imperial Light Horse. ) 
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KARL BLIND ON ANTI-SEMITISM.

Ata time when anti-Semitism is once more raising its hydra head, it is 

refreshing to turn one’s eyes towards a man who, since he attained his majority, 
Xm fought for freedom, truth, and liberty, and than whom Jews had no greater 
champion. 
_ IT refer to Karl Blind, whose name is known wherever the flag of liberty and 
justice proudly waves, the man who suffered imprisonment, was locked in 
chains rather than renounce his opinions, sooner give up dear life itself than 
forsake the cause he had espoused. 

_Karl Blind’s appearance as a champion of equal rights for Jews was made 
whilst still a student. At the meetings of Students’ Unions he delivered 
impassioned speeches pleading for the recognition of the Jew as an equal being. 
In 1844-6 he wrote his first articles on behalf of the emancipation of the 
adherents of the Mosaic faith: one of which appeared in a publication much 
beloved by, and still largely circulating among, the masses in Germany, viz.. 
Der Lahrer Hinkende Bote. At the same time, he became an active contributor 
to a journal known as Die Reform which was called into existence at Mainz, 
the home of ultra-orthodoxy, with a view of breaking down the barriers 
between Jews and non-Jews, which orthodox Judaism had set up. We next 
hear of him defending the house of a Jewish manufacturer in Karlsruhe, but 
the occurence is better recounted in his own words. _ | 

“In the midst of these agitated times ”—he tells us, in his reminiscences of 
1848-49, now appearingin the Cornhill Magazine under the title “In Years of Storm 


and Stress"’"—“ the reactionary party bad organised a Jews’ Chase, as a means © 


of misleading the populace. A nocturnal attack was made upon a manufacturers’ 
house, a member of whose family had years before been implicated ina Court scan- 
dal concerning the Grand Duchess. Windows were smashed. Heavy paving- 
stones were hurled against the portal. Every moment it seemed as if the mob 
would force an entrance. Great alarm 

having spread through the town, I arrived 

in the nick of time. Pushing my way 

through the howling crowd, I got in 

front of the door, and then cried out a _ 

that now they might hurl their missiles 7a | re 

against me. I called upon them to 
reserve their strength for a better aim 
than such a cowardly persecution. In 
the end I succeeded in making them go 
home, Some prominent citizens of the 
reactionary party who had been present, 
without daring to interfere in an uproar 
which might have led to bloodshed and 
plunder, thought fit afterwards to praise 
this action to my face. I told them that 
I had simply done what every honest 
man should do. 

“ The next day the frightened Jewish 
manufacturer, fearing to leave his home, 
asked me by letter whether [ would 
come to see him, sothat he might per- 
sonally express to me his heartfelt 
thanks for having saved him and _ his 
family from what might have turned 
out a danger to their lives. I went, and 
he spoke words of deep gratefulness in 
still trembling tones. No anti-Jewish 
riots occurred afterwards at Karlsruhe.” 

This happened over -half-a-century 
ago, but Karl Blind is still eager for the 
fray, and ever ready to do battle for the 
persecuted of Israel's children. Thus 
when Sticker came to London, intent 
upon stirring up the populace against 
the Jewish inhabitants of this country, 
the famous, or rather infamous, Pastor's 
plans were frustrated by the energetic 
help of Karl Blind and others. He 
issued an appeal in the Ziwes to 
the Germans in London to foil Stocker’s 
schemes. 

I need, therefore, not apologise to the | 
readers of the Jewish Chronicle in asking | 


them to bear with me a little whilst I 
lead them into the presence of Karl 


Blind, and ask them patiently to listen 


to the pleasant chat we had. Imagine | ————————————== 


yourself for a moment in a room, the 
walls of which are lined with book- 
cases full of tomes in a house in one of 
the streets of South Hampstead: gaze — 
around and see standing before you 
a man nigh six feet tall, with shagg | | 
locks and flowing grey beard, eyes that are still bright and sparkling, a massive 
frame, and, despite the many years of strife and turbulence, of unceasing toil, the 
personification of strength and vigour, and there you have in front of you the 
subject of this interview. 

His reception was kindness itself. Over coffee and cake in the “ Temple 
of Peace,” tar from the: madding crowd, and in the sound of the twittering

birds rejoicing in their freedom, I listened to the views on anti-Semitism Karl. 


Blind expounded to me. 

‘‘ Anti-Semitism,’ he began, “was formerly caused by religious fanaticism 
and bigotry. Now, however, some are inimical to Jews on social, political, and 
economic grounds. To both forms of anti-Semitism I am bitterly opposed. It 
is ridiculous and absurd to speak of anti-Semitism. There are no pure Semites. 
Any ethnographer who knows his business will tell you that there is even some 
Aryan blood grey: the so-called Semites. The Jews also mixed with the 
Egyptians and the Persians, and intermarried with the Babylonians. There is 
no longer a pure Semitic race,” | , 

Continuing, Karl Blind sharply condemned the scandalous charge of ritual 
murders brought against the Jewish people, Even the Popes, he said, with all 
their obscurantist policy, did not believe the tale,and Papal declarations were 
issued against those who issued the slanderous statement. 
| “Tam convinced.” he proceeded to say. * that anti-Semitism will disappear : 
and Jews should give no cause to such men as Sticker and Ahiwardt to initiate 
any agitation against them, There are certain forms of ostentation which 
Jews will do well to avoid. When I say that Jew-baiting will cease to exist, I 
particularly refer to the German-speaking people. As far as Russia is con- 
cerned, progress in many other directions has yet to be made there, before the 
same cuuld be hoped for. When Das Freie Blatt, an organ for combatting anti- 
Semitism, was published in Vienna in 1895 by Herr Ernst Victor Zenker, I 
contributed to its columns, and did my uttmost to fight those who called upon 
the people to bait the Jew. Unfortunately, the paper no longer exists.” 

“J should like,’ he went on, “to see a better understanding between 


Jews and non-Jews. They should approach each other; the Jews 
should identify themselves with the people amongst whom they 
live. For this reason I object to Zionism; the movement has no 
meaning to English, German, French, and American Jews. I can well 
understand the desire to found a home for the shamefully persecuted 
Israelites of Russia, Rumania and Galicia; but the Jews living in free 
countries should become full citizens of those countries, I[t is one of the cries 
of the anti-Semites that Jews will remain distinct and separate, and I remember 
once arguing with a peasant of pronounced anti-Semitic tendencies, who, how- 
ever, answered me that if he asked a Jew to sit at his table, the 
latter invariably refused, ‘lo some extent the peasant was right. Jews can well 
observe their religion; but as far as everything else was concerned, they 
should be completely at one with the people around them.” 
This concluded the interview proper. Karl Blind then took me back with 

him to the times when he, a Protestant by birth, but a philosophic free thinker 
by his views,—in company with Johann Jacoby, Auerbach and Simson, the 
late President of the German Reichstag, and other J ews—fought for the political 
freedom of the people. After having listened to his recollections for an 
hour or so, 1 bid my adieus. A last look upon the veteran knight of justice 
and humanity, passing the eventide of his life, as he closed the door behind me, 
brought back to my memory the lines : 

Perpetual magistrate is he 

Who keeps strict justice full in sight ; 

Who bids the crowd at careful distance gaze, 

And virtue’s arms victoriously displays. 


Proposed Jewish Hospital at Manchester.

The necessity for a Jewish Hospital at Manchester has time after time been 
fully demonstrated. There is no doubt 
that such an institution, if once success 
. fully promoted, would fill an apprecia- 
ble gap in Manchester communal and 
7 charitable work, and would, without 
| injuring other existing charities, succeed 
in attracting the financial support 
| required for its permanent continuance, 
/ The Jewish population of Manchester 
is variously estimated at from twenty 
to twenty-five thousand, and with such 
a large population no surprise need be 
i felt at the fact that many cases arise 
| where a specific Jewish Hospital would 
‘be a distinct boon to our sick and 
needy coreligionists, who naturally 
shrink from applying for admis:ion to 
a similar institution, where they would 
be unable to respect their religious 
principles, particularly in the obser- 
vance of dietary laws. Efforts have 
often been made with a view of adding 
a Jewish ward to the Manchester Royal 
Infirmary, which have, however, proved 
unfruitful, Objection may be taken 
In some quarters to the creation 
1 of a separate hospital on the ground 
| that it would be unadvisable for our 
| coreligionists to dissociate themselves 
i from the general body of citizens in 
the promotion of such a scheme. It 
may be pointed out, however, in this 
connection, that the success of the under- 
| taking would undoubtedly mitigate the 
| present state of congestion in the local 
- hospitals. As a matter of fact the 
| success of the scheme would be greatly 
| appreciated by Christian practitioners 
| and managers of hospitals, several of 
| whom have already promised their 
| active assistance and -support. The 
| favourable light in which the work 
of the Manchester Jewish. Board of 
Guardians is regarded by the local 
authorities (the latter making annual 
subventions to the finances of the 
Jewish Board, whose labou's are 
practically a branch of parish relief 
work), may be cited in support of this 
contention. |

noon at the Jewish Working Men's Club. Mr. 8. Cuarr presided. 


The CuaAirkMAN, having declaring the meeting open, Dr, HARING, who is 
attached to the Manchester Throat and Consumption Hospital, delivered an 
instructive and well-reasoned speech in favour of the establishment of a Jewish 
Hospital in Manchester. He stated that in Manchester with its large Jewish 
population no provision was made for the special requirements of the Jewish 
poor when the latter were in need of hospital treatment, and much hardship 
was consequently felt by the latter. Considering the special circumstances of 
the case Dr, Haring thought it eminently advisable that a hospital for Jews 
only should be created, and he thought that the necessity for the same was 
shown by the attendance at that meeting. It was impossible to obtain special 
accommodation for Jews in the existing institutions such as their coreligionists 
required. He could assure those present that every assistance would be rendered 
by non-Jewish medical men. Dr. Haring then gave some figures respecting’ 


the cost of establishment and up-keep of the institution, saying that in his 


opinion the most advisable plan would be to rent a good-siz d private house 
and adapt it to their requirements. 


A short address was also given by Dr. FINKELSTEIN, who said that no com- 
petition need be feared by existing institutions, which, on the contrary, were 
already overcrowded. On the motion of Mr. N. Ropinson, seconded by Mr. H. 
BERTELSTEIN, the following resolution was carried without opposition :—“ That 
this meeting pledges itself to support the objects laid before the meeting and 
do all in its power to further its interests,’ A Provisional Committee was also 
formed to formulate rules and create a working Canvassing Committee in 
furtherance of the resolution, A vote of thanks to Drs. Finkelstein and Haring 
for their presence at the meeting, and also to the Chairman terminated 
the proceedings.

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The Jews in Persia. 


During the Shab’s stay at Contrex¢ville, one of his Ministers, who is accom- 
panying His Majesty on his European tour, was interviewed in order to obtain 
from him information respecting the Jews in Persia. 

In the course of the conversation the Minister said that the Persian 
syovernment had no cause to be dissatisfied with the Jews. Their number 
was about 30,000, the majority of whom are engaged in trade. They 
are permitted to reside in any part of the country and to carry on their 
occupations without restrictions. They are not allowed to hold any public 
office, not so much because they are Jews, as because nearly all Government 
posts are reserved for members of the nobility. The persecutions of Jews 
which took place recently in various parts of Persia were accidental and did 
not last long. They were solely prompted by envy on the part of a few 
merchants. The Jews had commenced to trade in goods which formerly were 
sold only by Mahomedans. These merchants, seconded by priests, incited the 
people, until the Government intervened and put an end to the disturbances.

RESCUE SOCIETY FORMED AT SHANGHAT. 


In the paper which Mr. Marcus N. Adler read at Jews’ College on June 
17th, he communicated letters which had been received by the Chief Rabbi 
from some prominent English Jews at: Shanghai with reference to the native 
Jews in China. Since the date of the correspondence, action has been taken 
in Shanghai, where a meeting, attended by some thirty European and Eastern 
Jews, was held on May 14th, with Mr. Simon A. Levy in the Chair. Mr.8. J. 
Solomon, of the firm of Messrs. EK. D, Sassoon and Co.,-addressed the meeting 
on the steps already adopted to enter into communication with the Jews at 
Kai-Feng-fu, and he mentioned an offer made by General Mesny to Mr. H. 
Gensburger (who was acting as Secretary to the meeting) to go there and 
bring a few of the native Jews to Shanghai. , | 

After some remarks by the Rev, Dr. M. Linczer, Mr, 8. Moosa moved. and 
Mr. Edward I. Ezra seconded : That a society be formed to be called “ Society 


for the Rescue of the Chinese Jews.” The motion was carried, and it was 
further resolved to give the society the Hebrew title ?N 2% 2 ANY?

A Reform Movement in France. 

By the establishment of the Union Libérale Isra¢lite a movement has been 
set on foot in Paris to introduce reforms, mainly in respect to the Jewish 
ritual, The programme demands that all prayers which reflected the sentiments 
of our ancestors in past ages, but which are no longer in accord with those of 
the present day, should be suppressed. The promoters evidently desire a 
synagogue to suit their views, for they state: “ Our enterprise is as legitimate 
as that of our orthodox coreligionists, who, moved by sentiments similar to ours, 
have been able to establish a form of public worship conformable to their 
convictions.” ‘This passage seems to refer to the private Oratories, founded, 
independently of the Consistory, by ultra-Orthodox Jews, for whom the order 
of service in the “Temples” is too advanced. The Organising Committe 
declared that their object is not to change the Jewish religion, but, on the 
contrary, to preserve it. 

The new movement has been coldly received by the Jewish journals in 
Paris. The Univers /sraélite criticises it in a contributed article, but the 
Israélites editorially describes: it as ‘“ a movement of neo-Judaism, 
inspired and directed by female personalities of the best society, who are 
seconded in their aspirations towards a new form of worship by young Rabbis 
of the contemplative if not philosophical school.

Russian Items.

For years past a large number of Jews have inhabited Nijni-Novgorod, 
who, without having ‘the right to reside in the interior of Russia, have been 
tolerated there in the interests of trade. Some time ago the Governor asked 
the Minister of the Interior what was to be done with these Jews, whose 


permits had long expired. The Minister's reply has recently come to hand, 


and directs that all are to be expelled at the end of the year and sent within 
the Pale. Hundreds of families are affected by this decree. © - 

The Senate has again given proofs of its impartiality in the treatment of 
questions affecting the Jews. It has declared that the law permitting the 
permanent residence, under certain reservations, of Jews outside the 
Pale, applies also to women and girls; and that on this account Jewish 
working women are not to be refused the right of residence in the 
Governments of the Interior. The following are among other recent 
decisions of the Senate: Jews who, as holders of diplomas from 
learned bodies, are entitled to settle in any part of Russia, possess the right to 
keep Jewish domestic servants. Jewish merchants of the First Guild, who 
enjoy the right of residence outside the Pale, may employ Jews as assistants in 
their businesses. Governors have noright to prohibit Jews from using the 
Kosher Meat Tax to support their poor, and, as synagogues and Jewish institu- 
tions depend mainly on the Tax for their maintenance, Governors may not with- 
hold their sanction for the employment of grants from the Tax because some 
synagogues have other sources of income. | |

The most appalling feature of the 
anarchist movement is that its bullets usually find those least worthy of 
indignation or hate, and the murder of the beloved King Humbert, teside 
whose bier all Europe mourns, is no exception to the rule. We, as Jews, 
have especial reason to be pained at his tragic and unmerited end. Though, 
or perhaps because, suffering from the hostility of a mighty religious denomina- 
tion, he never failed in the policy of complete religious equality. Under his rule, 
as under that of his great father, Victor Emmanuel, the Jews of Italy found 
absolute freedom, perfect tolerance, almost striking favour. In no 
country—not even in this blessed land of England—have the ruling Powers 
been better disposed towards the Jewish population than in Italy, and among 
no people have the posts of honour and distinction been thrown open to our 
people more heartily and unequivocally. In the political world no less than 
a dozen Jews occupy seats in Parliament (more than in any other country), 
while of the Senators—directly appointed by the King—as many as five 
are Jews. In the army all the ranks from the highest to the lowest 
have been as free to the Jew as to the Catholic. In the Governments 
that have come and gone, no name was better known than that 
of the Jewish minister Luzzatti, while many members of our faith have filled 
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subordinate posts in the various ministries. There could, indeed, be no 
better proof of the absolute liberality of the assassinated monarch than the 
honours which motu proprio he conferred on distinguished Hebrew subjects, 
and, let us add, no finer or more glorious monument to his memory.

In the political world no less than 
a dozen Jews occupy seats in Parliament (more than in any other country), 
while of the Senators—directly appointed by the King—as many as five 
are Jews. In the army all the ranks from the highest to the lowest 
have been as free to the Jew as to the Catholic. In the Governments 
that have come and gone, no name was better known than that 
of the Jewish minister Luzzatti, while many members of our faith have filled

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subordinate posts in the various ministries. There could, indeed, be no 
better proof of the absolute liberality of the assassinated monarch than the 
honours which motu proprio he conferred on distinguished Hebrew subjects, 
and, let us add, no finer or more glorious monument to his memory. ‘The 
greatest blessing that could fall to the Jews of Italy would be that bis heir, 
the Prince of Naples, who received his military training under the eyes of an 


Italian Jew, General ()ttolenghi, should follow in the footsteps of his noble 
predecessor.

The week has been a week of royal calamities. To the 
tragedy at Monza has succeeded the sudden and all 
too untimely death of the ()ueen’s second son, the 
Duke of Saxe-Coburg. To the bereaved Duchess the 
sympathies of all classes of Her Majesty’s subjects will freely be given in 
the greatest of all trials that can befall a women. But it is for the aged 
sovereign of these realms that the keenest sorrow will perhaps be felt. Rarely 
has a monarch mourned so deeply and so often for the inroads of death 
into her ‘own household, as has the beloved ruler of these realms, 
and rarely have the successive blows of misfortune been borne with such pious 
resignation and queenly fortitude. To Her Majesty, widowed early in her 
career, and deprived by death of three of her children—the last of them not the 
least beloved—the heart-felt regret as well as the sincerest devotion of hey 
subjects goes forth, And that loyal sympathy will be felt to the full by the 
Jews of this country, who know full well the kindly sentiments of the 
Royal -Honse to them, and who will remember that it was during Her 
Majesty’s glorious reign that the great principle of religious equality 
was consecrated by the complete emancipation of the (Queen's Jewixh subjects. 
Their fervent prayer is that this latest blow of all may not fall too heavily 
upon Her Majesty in her declining years and that solace may come to her in 
this her dark hour of misfortnne.

and the able not to say astounding answer. Lord Edmond, 
Roumanian _ himself an ex-under-Secretary for Foreign Affaire. 
Jews. asked whether the attention of the l’oreign (Office “ had 


been drawn to the continued persecution of the Jewish 
population in Roumania, and the denial to them of civil and political rights ; 
and whether the Roumanian Government had been reminded that their 
conduct in those matters was contrary to the Treaty of Berlin.” In 
reply, Mr. Brodrick said that reports had appeared in the European Press 
that the emigration of Jews from ltoumania had been caused by their 
ill-treatment by the authorities; but that, according to the infor- 
mation received by Her Majesty's (Government, there were no good 
grounds for that statement. He went on to say that it was understood 
that the Jews in Roumania were not naturalised, but that no complaints had 
reached Her Majesty's Government, and, consequently, no representations 
had been made by them to the Itoumanian Government on the subject. We 
can only say that we are amazed at Mr. Brodrick’s statements. Before 
affirming that the Jewish emigration from Koumania had not been 
caused by the ill-treatment of the Jews by the authorities, did he take 
the trouble to find out what other reasons there could be for 
the exodus? Did the wretched Jewish inhabitants leave their homes 
merely for the sake of wandering aimlessly over the world, and huddling 
together on the pavements of every (shetto they trudged to? Surely, 
it is impossible to believe that the Foreign Office is ignorant of the barbarous 
proceedings by which the Roumanian State has rendered it impossible for 
Jews to contiiue in the country without the risk of both physical and 
- spiritual starvation, and, if that be so, it muet recognise an obvious connection 
between the ill-treatment of the Jews by the authorities, and the emigration 
movement.

Information __ ill-treatment, we beg to bring to its notice a few of the 
for the details of the oppression which has driven the Jews of 
Foreign Office. Roumania to seek, at all cost, an escape from the 
country.

practically closed against Jewish children. No Jews are admitted to the 
normal schcols and the professional and art schoo)]s. Their admission to the 
Universities is precarious, and every attempt is made to strangle the 
educational institutions which, in their despair, they have erected at their own 
expense. So far, the starvation of the soul. As regards the body of the Jew 


every effort is made to render its life one prolonged and intolerable agony and | 


to close to it every avenue of an honest subsistence. No Jew may hold a 
position under Government or in the hospitals. No Jew may be an architect, 
chemist or lawyer. The hated people is excluded from the National Bank and 
the Chamber of Commence. It must pour out its blood for the country, but 
can never rise above the ranks in the Army. No Jews may sell tobacco or 


rulers. 


salt. They have been driven, amid circumstances of abominable cruelty. 
from the rural districts where they and their families had lived for genera- 
tions, into the crowded and congested urban centres ; and even the miserable 
Jewish hawkers have been legislated upon and reduced to the brink 
of starvation. Is Mr. Brodrick so destitute of logic as to 
imagine that these unbearable acts of oppression, rendering life in 
Roumania almost impossible, have nothing to do with the exodus of the 
Jews of Roumania? If he does, let him send an agent of the Foreign Office 
to question the first batch of Roumanian Jews that finds its way to th s» 
or some other shores, and he will soon be undeceived on the matter.

The astonishing than the first. ‘‘ It is understood,” he gays,

By Her Majesty's (‘overnment he means, we presume, the present Ministry, 
For, as a matter of fact, more than one complaint concerning the non- 
naturalisation of the Roumanian Jews, with all its dire consequences, has been 
addressed to preceding (sovernments. In 1885, Lord Salisbury 
received a deputation of the Anglo-Jewish Association and the Board 


-of Deputies asking for the protection of the English Ministry for 


the Roumanian Jews. In the course of his reply, Lord Salisbury said : 


On the grounds of mere humanity, on the sympathies we should naturally feel for the 
large body of our own fellow-subjects whose feelings are so much engaged in there . 
matters—on these grounds alone, and for the sake of international law which has been 
violated, we should naturally feel a very deep and earnest sympathy with the case you 
have submitted to me, evenif we had not that motive which naturally animates us in 
reflecting on the share which we had in constituting Roumania an independent kingdom. 
I regret very much that, in coming back to this office after five years, 1 should find that 
the anticipation and hopes which we expressed at that time have been so little justified by 
the facts. I regret very much that the great benefits which the Treaty of Berlin most 
undoubtedly conferred upon that part of Europe, by erecting Roumania into an indepen. 
dent State, should be qualified by the deep regret we must feel that a State so newly born 
—which itself has such strong reasons to detest everything in the nature of persecution 
or opprersion—should have been found ready to permit such things as have been men_ 
tioned in this room to-day; and I feel also that the earnestness which the Jewish 
Arsociations in this country have shown upon the matter is not only natural, but highly 
honourable tothem. Their motives must command the deepest respect, and I am quite 
sure that anything that lies in our power to ameliorate the condition of the Jews in 
Roumania—that State which we had so large a share in creating—we shall earnestly and 
gladly do. 


Again, a memorial complaining of the action of the Roumanian authori- 
ties, was addressed to Lord Rosebery by the same Jewish bodies in 
1893. (roing further back, an Identical Note was presented to Roumania 
by ogland, France, and Germany in lebruary, 18x), complaining that the 
treatment of the ltoumanian Jews was contrary to the stipulation of the 
Berlin Treaty, which shows that the |‘oreign Office had cognisance of the action 
of the Roumanian (:overnment twenty years ago. Since that time the treatment 
of the Jews has grown steadily worse. This brings us to another point. 
Suppose it is a fact that no complaints have been addressed by Jews to the 
present Ministry, does that justify the Government in failing to get the infor- 
mation itself, and neglecting to notice that a treaty to which this country 
has solemnly set its signature is persistently violated’? With all respect 
and deference we urge that the British representative at Bucharest should 
have reported to the Foreign Office this cynical detiance by Roumania of 
obligations into which it has entered to England and [arope; and we 
earnestly trust that, now that the real facts have become known to the 
Foreign Office, the British Government, to whose humanity and kindliness 
Jews throughout the world owe so much, will adhere to its lofty traditions 
and solemnly dissociate its own honour from the slow murder of more than 
200,000 human beings. _ | 
Next Wednesday, Muzaffer Ed Din, Shah of Persia, 
reaches English soil, where his many notable qualities 
—how different from the average Englishman’s con- 
ception of the Persian monarch !—will win him a 
sincere and whole-hearted welcome. From none will his welcome be more sin- 
cere than from the Jews of this country, who have learnt to look, not without 
justification, for wisdom and enlightened sentiment from recént Persian 
On two separate occasions they had the privilege of greeting 
the father of Muzaffer Ed Din, the Anglo-Jewish Association and the 
Board of Deputies presenting addresses to him on behalf of Anglo-Jewry. 
The late Shah showed the liberal sentiments by which he is actuated by 
impressing on English and I‘rench Jews the paramount necessity of establish- 
ing a Jewish School at Teheran. His advice was taken, and now his son 
displays the same admirable feelings, actually subventioning the school which 
has. been established. The Jews of England, and indeed their 
brethren throughout the world, have reason to rejoice that 
a country generally regarded as backward in the arts of civilisa- 
tion should be governed by one whose attitude towards the various sections of

| his populace is a model of tolerance and wisdom. It is strange that while 
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Muzaffer Ed Din, having no little Jew-hatred to contend with, still fearlessly 
extends his patronage to his Hebrew subjects, a European monarch, faced by 
the same difficulty, can exercise no restraining influence, and allows the 
Hebrews in his realm to be oppressed and harried in the most barbarous 
fashion. Truly the East has sometimes something to tcach even to. the 
aspiring West. | 


Not that the whole of the Jews of Persia are free from 


The Jews of oppression. The Government of Persis, like that of 
Persia. China and other Eastern pecples, is not a compact and 
disciplined one. Often, indeed, it is a very loose 

administration. The (iovernors of provinces far away from the Capital are 


removed from its influence, so that it happens that the obedience 
of the provincial magistrates is in inverse proportion to their distance 
from the Capital. The result ie, in Persia, that the effects of 
the Shah’s benevolent sentiments are not felt to the ends of his 
dominions in force sufficient to counteract the lingering Jew-hatred among 


_ the general population. That Jew-hatred, we are sorry to say, in one respect 


resembles the European variant. It is fed and fostered by the Priesthood, 
The Shiite priests are perpetually egging on their flock to excesses against 
the Jews, urging them, for all the world like an up-tc-date Western anti- 
Semite, to boycott them commercially, to maltreat them if they should 
dare to appear in the market place, and even to refuse to serve them 
with the vital necessities of existence. 
capital, and under the control. perhaps. of a weak governor. they work their 
will with considerable impunity. However, the inflnence of the Shah and his 
chief advisers must make itself felt in the long run. The Shah, as we have 
said. grants a subvention to the Alliance Isra‘lite School at Teheran (200 
tomans in amount). The letter in which he announced this Imperial con- 
tribution is in every respect a valuable and admirable document. ° I regard 
the Israelites,” it raid, «as my faithful subjects, and the school they wish to 
found in order to give instruction to apportion of my people is 
useful and profitable for the entire kingdom.’ The Shah’s Foreign 
Minister has shown himself no less enlightened He. too, has 
taken the liveliest interest in the Teheran School, actually promising the 
children posts in the administration, while re-iterating the principles of 
religious equality laid down by the Shah, and strongly encouraging the Head- 
master of the school (M. Cazes) in his work. With rulers such as these the 
general position of the Jews in Persia must inevitably undergo amelioration, 
however gradual, and the gratitude of Jews throughout the world is due for 
the blessings thus bestowed on their Persian brethren. | 


The summer distributions of prizes at the principal 
schools have brought us a fine crop of distinctions won 
by promising lads. To a certain extent these may be due 
to the fact that Jewish boys come a little earlier to 
maturity than their school-fellows of northern descent, but in a much greater 
proportion our young coreligionists’ distinctions are due to their industry and 
determination to succeed, aided by the generosity of their parents in providing 
them with the means of study. For the first time in Jewish history 
in this country, a Jew has gained the first classical Balliol scholarship, 
described by Sir William Anson, himself an Oxford man, as the blue ribbon 
(of the Oxford freshman). It is noteworthy that Leon Simon, who has won 
this honourable distinction, comes from the same school— Manchester (i rammar 
School—which sent Mr. David Schloss more than thirty years ago to win the 
first Entrance Scholarship which a Jew had up to that time ob‘ained at 
Oxford. Mr. Leon Simon is not indeed the first Balliol scholar. Last year 
Haldinstein Davis, from Charterhouse, obtained the Science Scholarship 
at the same college. We have also seen this year Digby Lewis Solomon, 
a pupil of Mr. Schnurmann ‘st Cheltenham, taking honours at London

Honours. 


University Matriculation. This year, too, Josepb, a Westminster boy, nephew 


of the Chief Rabbi, goes up to Christchurch, Oxford, with local honours 
thick upon him, we welcome the novelty of a King’s scholar at Eton (Hugh 
Merton), and there are the usual brilliant lists of distinctions at the City of 
London and St. Paul's Schools, while at Manchester Grammar School 
itself, the successes of 8S. Horowitz, who goes to Cambridge, were only 
less than those of the head of the school. These early honours will 
doubtless be the harbingers of future careers which will be an advantage, 
not only to the able boys or young men concerned, but to their brethren 
and the world at large. |

Report 
on Palestine. 


Palestine which our Foreign Office receives from 
Consul Dickson is usually interesting reading. The 
Report for 1899, which it has just issued, if not as 
important as some of its predecessors, nevertheless 
contains several noteworthy items. It is gratifying to learn that Palestinian 
trade is improving, the imports and exports showing an increage of more than 
£77,090 on 1898, and more than £90,000 on the previous year. The 


Being far distant from the 


improvemeat js to be attributed to the opening of the Jaffa-Jerusalem Rail- 
way, and the increasing number of tourists and pilgrims whom Palestine 
annually attracts. Now that Egypt has become a regular winter resort, 
Jerusalem and Jaffa are as accessible to present-day sight-seers as were 
Paris and Brussels to the generation that made the ‘ Grand Tour.” 
‘The number of tourists who visited the ‘“ Holy City” last year was 2,500, 
which, with 13,400 pilgrims, makes a total of nearly 16,000 visitors. It is 
not surprising that a large demand has sprung up in the cities of Palestine 
for European commodities to supply the wants of these travellers. Even flour 
has had to be imported from Europe in double the quantities that found their 
way to Palestine the year before. While the tourist traffic thus continues to 
mount up, the growth of an import trade alone would suffice to ensure a growing 
prosperity for Palestine. [But the export trade has also developed. The barley 
grown around Gaza finds a ready market in England. Strange to say, the 
principal increase of exports has been in such articles as soap, 
hides, and water melons. The staple commodity of Jsffa is 
orangcs, which are almost exclusively) grown for the English markets, 
But notwithstanding that the cost of freight to Liverpool has fallen from 
1s. 6d. to 1s. 3\d.a box, the exports have slightly fallen off, both in quantity 


‘and value. The decline is probably only temporary. So it would appear 


to be regarded by those on the spot, for the growth of oranges around Jaffa 
is greatly on the increase, and it is expected that, in the course of a few 
years, the entire plain around that city will be one huge orange garden. ‘There 
is also a slight diminution in the exports of sesame which Jaffa makes to 
Marseilles. But the exports of olive-oil, wine and cognac appear to have 
fallen off coasiderably. In spite of these drawbacks, Consul Dickson’s Report, 
taken as a whole, is cheerful reading. It has to be borne in mind tbat the 
greater the number of tourists that flock to the Holy Land the more independent 
it becomes of European markets.

We are informed that some of the suggestions made 
in our previous issue on the selection of suitable prize 
books for Jewish Scholars, have already been anticipated 
by the Jewish Religious Education Board. The 
Correspondents’ Committee of that Board. of which Mr. Arthur Davis is 
Chairman, bas carefully thought ont a plan for the selection of prizes that 
will do away in future with the irresponsible purchases of individuals to which 
we have more than once referred. With the aid of Mr. Davis, Mrs. Henry 
Lucas, and others, a list of some 200. books has been drawn up, and 
furnished to the Superintendents of the various classes belonging 
to the Board. At the same time the Board have decided that all books shall 
be parchased at one depot, and the firm of Messrs. Myers. of Booksellers’ 
Row, bas been designated for that purpose. The prizes awarded by the 
Board at the last distribution were selected and purchased upon this principle. 
They included some of the works referred to in our list, though others were 
beyond the money limit that the Board has to observe. So far so good. But 
our remarks still apply in fall to many congregational classes and voluntary 
schools. Now, however, that a list of appropriate books has been compiled. 
and a sale depot appointed, there ought to be no aifficulty in extending the 
principle which the Board has adopted to Jewish classes and schools 
generally. Some of our congregational classes which are not hampered in 
their selection by want of means ought to make it their special business to 
select those Jewish books whose price may be prohibitive to the Education 
Board. There remains the question of American books. . What.is needed, 
as we pointed out, is the establishment of international depots in England 
and America for the sale of Jewish books of both countries. The negotia- 
tions which are in progress between the Jewish Historical Society of England 
and the Jewish Publication Society of America will, it is to be hoped, bring 
this about. The first step in such a movement may be considered to have been 
aiready taken by the selection of a London depot. In America, a depot has 
for some time been in existence at the offices of the Publication Society in 
Philadelphia. All that is now needed is to effect an exchange between the two 
centres. We scarcely require to point out that English authors will not 
suffer from the competition of American works with their own in this country, 
for, with a free circulation, their books will find a market in America, which, 
at present, is all but closed to them. Indeed, they will be the gainers, the 
Jewish reading public in America being nearly ten times as large ag here. 
And with the growth of a public demand for books by Jewish writers, the 
prices at which they are published should become more popular, so that there 


will be less reason than ever for passing them over in favour of non-Jewish 
books. |

The preparations for the various functions in connection with the Congress 
are now well forwarded, though it is not impossible that some change may still 


be made in the Congress time-table in order to meet the wishes of foreign 


visitors. 


_ Throughout the week there has been a constant flow at the Bureau in 
Nicholas Lane of applications for seats to the proceedings, and the visitors 
themselves will form an interesting study to the London Jew, for the same post 
that brings an application for twenty tickets for an English provincial city, 
brings a letter from Southern Russia or Northern Germany for similar accommo- 
dation, and applications come as freely from non-Jews as from Jews. 

As to the Congress delegates, the electoral returns are being received hour 
by hour literally from the ends of the earth, and, therefore, it is impossible to 
publish this week anything hke a list of the towns and representatives. At 
noon on Wednesday the official returns which had reached the London office 
were 106 groups, returning 221 delegates; by 5 p.m. the numbers had gone 
up to about 125 groups, returning 250 peed And these do not include the 
Austrian, German, Datch, and Belgian returns, whilst of thirty delegated only 
two had reported from America, and only about the same number from 


Roumania. 


There will be about fifty delegates from British constituencies, and amongst 


continental places represented, besides those mentioned in previous issues, are 
Charkoff, Paris, Naples, and the various places in Galicia which have of recent 
years become prominent as centres of persecution. Johannesburg is sending a 
delegate, and Canada will be represented. Amongst delegates appointed are : 
Dr. Herzl, Dr. Nordau, Dr. Gaster, M. Bernard Lazare, Dr. Alexander 


Marmorek (of the Pasteur Institute), Dr. Alfred Klee of Bonn, 
Dr. Leopold Kahn of Vienna, Sir Francis Montefiore, Professor 
Kellner of Vienna, the Rev. Dr. Marcus Ehrenpreis, Chief Rabbi 


of Bulgaria, Dr. Adolf Bryk of Kolbuszova, Rabbiner Rattner of Dwinsk, 
Rabbi Dr. Sch. Lewin and Dr. Friedenberg of Ekaterinoslaw, Rabbi Rabbino- 
wicz of Sabolkin, Rabbiner Rowenschlin, Rabbi Giuseppe Sonino of Naples, 
Rabbiner Dr. Berthold Oppenheimer of Olmutz, Rabbi Myer Levene of 
Wilaka, Rabbi Jonau M. Slatin of Sacratzin, Rabbi Marcus Grunbaum of 
Granava, Rabbi Zewi Maanduacle of Wilkowiski.

COLONIAL AND FOREIGN NEWS. 


AUSTRALIA. 


The esteem entertained for the Rev. I. M. Goldreich, Minister of the 
Ballarat congregation for over thirty years, was evinced in a marked manner 
some weeks ago at a special general meeting of the congregation, which was 
presided over by Mr. Solomon Marks, the President, and was attended by a very 
large number of members and seatholders, The meeting unanimously decided 
to présent the Rev. Mr. Goldreich with a testimonial in the shape of a purse of 
sovereigns as a mark of sympathy with him in his recent severe illness, which 
has been of several months’ duration. Feeling reference was made to the good 
work done by Mr. Goldreich in discharging his duties, not only of local importance, 
but also in other districts. 


AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 


Last week, a mob of some 300 persons attacked the house of Herr Moritz 
Pick in Alt-Benatek (Bohemia), owing to a report that he had abducted and 
murdered a Christian boy. Several widows were smashed, and the rioters were 
about to force an entrance into the house when the gendarmes fortunately 
arrived and dispersed the mob. The popular excitement come to an end when 
the boy was discovered safe and sound in a neighbouring place whither he had 
been sent by his parents. The excesses at Alt-Benatek were renewed this 
week, and a strong posse of gendarmes had to be kept in the town to restore and 
maintain order, 


Dr. Byk, as member of the Imperial Parliament, and President of the 


Jewish community at Lemberg, hassent to the Minister of Justice a strong but _ 


dignified protest against a public utterance made by a Crown Attorney in the 
discharge of his official duties, in the course of which he declared that their 
religion not only permitted, but ordered Jews to cheat. 


Oberrabbiner Wilhelm Krauss came, on July 29th, with a deputation of © 


the Jewish community in Debreczow (Hungary) to congratulate Bishop 
Wolafka on his 25th anniversary as a Priest. In reply to the address of the 
Rabbiner the Bishop said: ‘“ It was always my chief endeavour that we should 


love and esteem each other on earth as children of one heavenly father, I and 
my congregants practise this love and esteem also towards the Jews. If 


circumstances should occur—which God forbid—that may endanger this love, 
if diabolical souls should try with sinful, unholy feeling to incite Christians 
against non-Christians, I would willingly defend, even with my blood, the entente 
cordiale between us.” The Bishop embraced and kissed Oberrabbiner Krauss 
heartily on his arrival and departure. 


FRANCE, 
On Wednesday, the Libre Parole was fined 4,000 francs, with 10,000 francs 


damages, for two articles libelling Baron Henri de Rothschild. The Baron, as 
is well known, has adopted the medical profession. : 


M. Albert Padoa Bey, Advocate at the Court of Appeal in Alexandria, and 
M. Bamberger, Administrator of the Banque de Paris et des Pays-Bas, have 
been promoted Officers of the Legion of Honour. M. Raphael Georges Lévy, 
General Reporter of the Financial Section of Political Sciences at Paris in 1900, 
has been oppointed Chevalier of the Legion. 

In January, 189, during some anti-Jewish demonstrations at Marseilles, a 
shop belonging to M. Pollak was sacked. The Tribunal at Marseilles has just 
decided that the town was responsible, and has accordingly condemned the 
Municipality to pay 7,000 francs to M. Polak as damages. 

At the official religious ceremony at Fécamp, held on Sunday 
last to inaugurate the new wings of the Abbaye de la Bén¢dictine, presided over 
by the Archbishop of Rouen, Mr. Joseph C. Hyam, editor of The Algerian

INTERVIEW WITH ITS NEW EDITOR. 


[FROM A CORRESPONDENT, | 


The removal of Mr. Joseph Jacobs to America at the end of last year. to 
undertake the supervision of the great Jewish Encyclopedia of Funk and 
Wagnalls, left vacant the editorship of the Jewish Year Book, which Mr. Joseph 
Jacobs had compiled since its foundation in 1896. In the four years that this 
book has been in existence it has grown to double its size, keeping pace, in 
fact, with the growth of the community whose official life it delineates, and 
becoming every year more indispensable to persons interested in Jewish matters, 
The question of Mr. Jacobs’ successor was, therefore, a matter requiring care- 
ful consideration. It is gratifying to know that the work has been entrusted to 
the Rev. Isidore Harris. Wishing to learn how the new Editor was proceeding 
with his task, and what he is going to make of it, I called on him the other day 
for an interview. The thermometer was registering ‘\) degrees in the shade 
when I discovered Mr. Harris busily immersed in the correction of proof-sheets, 
_ which littered every corner of his study. 


“ Are there to be any new features this year ’” I asked. 


‘ Several,’ was the reply. “A quarter of the book will be entirely new. 
Naturally every man has 
his own conception of what 
such a compilation should 
be, and as I have been 
allowed a somewhat free 
hand I am recasting several

tures you have introduced ?” 


‘First, there is a list of 
the British Jews who have 
been serving at the front 
in the South African War, 
in the order of their mili- 
tary rank.

It is compiled, as I gladly 
acknowledge, from the ex- 
cellent returns that have 
appeared in your. paper

forthcoming issue of the 
Year Book with a unique 
value. The information, 
as I have said, is taken 
from the Jemish Chronicle. 
but in the Year Book you 
will get it in a permanent 
and accessible form.

BOOKS AND BOOKMEN. 
Notes on the Periodicals, | 
In the October number of the Jewish Quarterly Review M. Israel Levi, editor 
of the Revue des Etudes Juives, will makea first appearance. . He will offer some 
notes on recently published fragments of Ben Sira. M. Lévi's article will be 
printed in the author's French. The present position of M. Lévi with regard to 
the authenticity of the Hebrew is that the substratum of the Cairene texts is 
genuine, but that many interpolations have been made as a result of re-transla. 
tion from the Syriac. On the other hand Dr, Charles Taylor, the Master of St, 
John’s, Cambridge, in the course of some able discussions on Sirach in the J uly 


number of the “Journal of Theological Studies,” shows strong reasons for 


holding that even in places where, prima facie, Syriac influence may be suspected, 
the Syriac is derived from the Cairene Hebrew. A momentous addition to the 
evidence in favour of the same view is also made by Dr. H. Grimme in the 
“ Revae Biblique” for July. His article is entitled ‘‘Métres et Strophes dans 
les fragments du manuscrit parchemin du Siracide.” |

Condamin continues his study on Koheleth. A very remarkable article is that 
of M. Lagrange, of Jerusalem. He urges thatthe hour is ripe for a Catholic 
Commentary on the Holy Scriptures. The work must be critical, based on 
literary canons, and scientific freedom must be exercised in dealing with the text 
and its readings, yet the whole must be Catholic in spirit. This is a suggestion 
which says much for the progress of critical method and for its advance in 
reverence. 

The latest number of the “ Proceedings of the Society of Biblical Archi- 
ology,” is chiefly occupied with papers on Egyptian anticuities, illustrated by 
some splendid plates, 

T wo essays, appearing in what are to all intents periodicals, are just to hand 
They accompany the annual reports of two of the foreign Jewish seminaries 
for Rabbis. They are: (a) Dr. Martin Schreiner’s “Studien ueber Jeschua 
ben Jehuda’” (prefixed to the 18th “ Bericht” of the Berlin Lehranstalt fiir 
die Wissenschaft des Judenthums), and (/) Lector M. Friedmann’s “ Seder 
Eliahu rabba und Seder Eliahu zuta, Tanna d’be Eliahu” (which occupies the 
place of honour in the 7th “Jahresbericht” of the Vienna Israelitisch- 
Theologische Lehranstalt), Both these works will be more fully reviewed 
later on. In Berlin there were the following regular students: Summer 189% 
twenty-three students (sixteen Germans, five Austro-Hungarians, two Russians). 
Winter 1899-1900, twenty-six students (eighteen Germans,five Austro-Hungarians, 
two Russians and one American). In addition there were nine occasiona 
attendants at lectures (two Germans, seven foreigners), In Vienna there were 
twenty-four regular and three occasional students, chiefly from Galicia, Bohemia 
and Moravia. 

Professor Morris Jastrow, of the University of Pennsylvania, gives, in the 
“International Journal of Ethics,” an account of the coming Congress of 
Religions in connection with the Paris Exhibition. The same number contains 
a paper by Professor W. G. Everett (Brown University) on the “ Relation of 
Ethics to Religion.” His concluding paragraph runs thus :— | 

While the transcendent is a region which lies for ever beyond the ken of science, it 
still remains for philosophy the legitimate sphere of speculation and for religion the 
legitimate sphere of faith and hope. In future, however, thinkers will I believe more 
clearly recognise and more frankly admit that sp culation is not certainty and that faith 
and hope are not knowledge. Dogmatism both in philoropby and religion can only 
prevail by the decadence of intellectual life. With the passing of dogmatism religion 


will inevitab'y undergo still further modifications. Certain elements which belonged to 


its childhood will perish. But man will still give a religious interpretation to the world. 


_ He will by the necessities of his own nature be compelled to give to his ethical ideals 


a larger setting than that which is offered by human life, and will interpret them as part 
of the cusmic order. When, however, he seeks to give an intellectual warrant for a 
religious interpretation of the world, that warrant must consist of inferences drawn not 
only from other fields of science, but also especially from the ethical life of the race as 
it appears in its slow but steady unfolding. | 


Again Dr. Bliss enriches the “Quarterly Statement” of the Palestine 


‘Exploration Fund by his reports on Excavations at Tell-el-Judeideh. Many 


plans and illustrations accompany the instalment of the Report in the July 
issue, A quantity of Jewish types of pottery were recovered by Dr. Bliss. On 
several jar-handles Hebrew inscriptions were found, One word (N51) is 
difficult, If the inscription in which it occurs be analogous to the rest, then 
Nw must be taken as a town-name, though no such place is mentioned in the 


- Bible. The word does not seem a corruption of Ne, 


As this town is not mentioned in the lists of the Book of Joshua, we may assume 
either that it was not built till Jewish times, or that it came under the head of enumerated 
villages in such a phrase as “ eleven cities " (whose names are given), “ and their villages” 
(Joshua xv, 51). In this case it probably bccame important only after a Royal pottery 
was established there. In the first case we must look for it at some site where there 
are no pre-Israelite remaine. This we must bear in mind when excavating at Tell Sanda- 
hannah, where the stratum appears to be Jewish. It should be noticed, however, that 
the radicals of the name correspond to no known Hebrew root. 


In other inscriptions on jar-handles, the place-names (Hebron, Ziph, 
Shochoh) seem to indicate the localities where the pottery was made, M 


Clermont-Ganneau holds that all these were finally intended to be sent to 
Jerusalem, the words, ¢.g., }03M 79?, meaning, “‘ To the King. Hebron,” and 
not “To the King of Hebron.” Mr. Macalister follows up Dr. Bliss’s paper 
with a fuller description than has hitherto been published of the rock-cut 
tombs in Wady er-Rababi (Jerusalem). 1’. G. Pinches writes on “ The Collec- 
tion of Babylonian Tablets belonging to Joseph Offord,” and also on “ The 
Babylonian Tablet in the College Museum, Beirut.” Dr. Glaisher adds his 
usual valuable Report on Meteorological Observations at Tiberias and 
Jerusalem. During 1899 the highest temperature at Tiberias was 115 (June 
24th). At Jerusalem, the highest temperature (9°) was reached on the follow- 
ing day. The lowest temperature of the year was experienced at Tiberias on 
February 21st (37). On January 18th the temperature at Jerusalem was 31 ; 
this was the lowest point reached in 1899, Of Mr. Gray Hill’s paper on the 
Dead Sea more will be said on a later occasion. An appreciative memoir of Sir 
George Grove is placed at the head of the Quarterly Statement. Sir George 
Grove was practically the founder of the Palestine Exploration Fund (1865). 
His death follows close upon that of Professor A. Socin, one of the founders 
of the German Society for the Exploration of Palestine, and up to the moment 
of his death, editor of that Society’s publications. Dr. Socin was, as is well 
known. the author of Baedeker’s famous Guide for Syria and Palestine.

The concluding parts of the “ Dictionnaire Général de la langue fran:aise ” 
by Adolphe Hatzfeld and Ars‘ne Darmesteter, with the assistance of Antoine © 
Thomas, have now been issued by Charles Delagrave, Paris. The book has 
even before completion attained the rank of a work of reference, 
and it is a remarkable example of research and_ selection. Though 
it forms two portly volumes, its conciseness and brevity are very 
noticeable features. The concluding essay on the formation of the French 
language is worthy of Arsene Darmesteter, its principal author. Some 
gaps left by his early death have been filled up by his pupil, 
Léopold Sudre, and by his collaborator, Antoine Thomas, This is a 
most interesting and valuable essay. Popular Latin is the basis 
of the French language, but it has received accretions from many 
other sources, and among others even from Hebrew. M. Thomas 
has collected from the dictionary some of the observations on this source and 
thrown them, with his criticism, into a connected form, but it is especially 
to beregretted that Darmesteter had not finished this part of the essay. The 
Hebrew words in French may be traced up to St. Jerome's Latin translation 
of the Bible, and they have nearly all travelled into English. Suchare alleluia, 
amen, cherubin, Messie, «“c.

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Buckinghamshire was bathed in strong morning sunshine as the train drew 
up in the quiet little station of Waddesdon Manor. Outside was the whirr of 
insects, and the buzzing of the bees as they settled on the great clusters of dog 
roses growing along the wayside. Driving along the country lane one caught a 
glimpse of the massive gates at a bend of the road, which open on a carriage 
drive two miles long leading up to the north front of stately Waddesdon 
Manor, but we made our entrance from the further side, and so had glimpses 
of practically a model village, built by degrees by the late Baron Ferdinand de 
- Rothschild. Here a tumble-down cottage had been pulled down and a spick and 
span gabled dwelling erected in its stead, there a row of cosy little houses framed 
in Virginia creeper and roses, and let out at a nominal sum to aged widows and 
old folks; then the Baron's almshouses, the village school, the dignified town 
hall, the most delightful of country hotels,“ The Five Arrows” (named after 
the Baron's arms), hung with baskets of geranium; and then the excellent 
reading room at the further entrance of the great Manor, and at each of these 
places one heard the same tale of the generosity and kindlines of the late owner, 
who did so much for the people amongst whom he lived, and whose faut Miss 
Alice de Rothschild, now continues his work. 


The Eythrop Estate belonging to Miss de Rothschild adjoins Waddesdon 


and a road has been laid out through the two parks, giving access without going, 


through the village. Turning off from this road one passes across to the 
beautifully smooth cricket field, kept in exquisite order throughout the season 
by a professional. Here too, the annual sports and treats are held. The day 
after the August Bank Holiday used to be known as the “ Baron's treat,” for he 
then entertained the children there in the cricket ground, and in the early days 
he used to address the visitors from the eminence of a wagon. Since then, how- 
ever, a roomy pavilion has been erected, the headquarters of the Waddesdon 
Reading Room Cricket Club, replete with every comfort ioside, and with designs 
of sports and games outlined on the walls, To these annual treats, now given 
“by Miss de Rothschild, the humble guests to thé number of ten or twenty 
thousand flock from Oxford, Luton, and the surrounding places. The athletic 
sports are held in September, and are open to the people of Waddesdon, and the 
villages belonging to the estate. 


From the cricket-ground, up a long, grassy slope, one comes to a thickly- 
wooded plantation, entirely formed by the Baron. It is difficult to realise, 
looking at the superb house and grounds, that six-and-twenty years ago, when 
the land was bought from the Duke of Marlborough, it consisted of ploughed 
fields and rambling ferns, together with occasional poor cottages. The great 


task of reclaiming and laying out the estate was in itself a life-work ; almost the 
only trees growing there were a few elms ; now, every variety of the forest is 
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to be found planted, and huge trees were brought up, drawn by sixteen and 
twenty horses. 
established, which supplies the cattle and the ornamental waters, whilst the 
water of the Chiltern Hills has been brought a distance of. sixteen miles in iron 
pipes for household purposes. 

walk with the Baron, is planted in unconventional fashion, huge ferns, wild 
forget-me-nots and musk peeping out amid the great trees. At the end of it one 


comes to a graceful statue of Apollo. Classic figures instone and marble abound 


in the grounds, one of Ruth holding her sheaves of corn looks singularly grace - 
ful with rich crimson roses springing up round the base. Near it is the tree 
planted in 188 by the King of the Belgians, and a little farther the two young 
trees planted as recently as 1898 by the Duke and Duchess of Sparta. The 
trees which the Prince of Wales planted in 1881, and the Queen in 1890, are in 
other parts of the grounds, but a few steps from the woodland path brings one 
to the south front. 

The terrace on this front isa crowning glory ; as I saw it that hot summer's 
day it was a perfect blaze of colour, stone vases filled with the choicest gera- 
niums, beds of pink geranium ranging from pinky white to rose and salmon 
pink, with the flatness of the bloom broken up by great aloe and New Zealand 
flax plants, while the “ carpet’’-beds are a triumph of ingenuity. In the centre 
of the flower beds is the ornamental water with its graceful marble figures 


throwing up jets of water. From this point of view one gets a glimpse of the 


round tower, where the Baron's sleeping apartments were situated, and the 
last wing added to the Manor, and bas a good coign of vantage from which 
to admire the architecture of the building, in the French renaissance, which 
authorities have said is unsurpassed. 

The north front shews the iseubastion of the long carriage drive and is 
planted with four rows of oak trees. Here are the tennis lawns, whilst a 
substantial marquee, fitted up with every sort of lounge chair and gay with 
choice plants and flowers, forms a welcome retreat in summer. On each side of 
the main entrance are the two spiral staircases, down one of which it may be 
remembered the Prince of Wales unfortunately slipped, but is now an 
electric lift. Past beds and banks of flowers with the roses growing in the 
richest profusion, and great trees of snowy syringa, rendering the air sweet 
with their heavy perfume, one comes to the aviary of pretty foreign birds. The 
aviary is crescent in shape, and the centre is a sort of rose bower, with an 
ornamental cascade of water plashing down a rockery. In wintertime the 
pretty tropical birds retreat to warmer quarters behind the aviary. 

Another glory of the grounds is the wealth of begonias; here are beds in 
various shapes with the scarlet and pink blooms, and beyond, to shut them in, a

perfectly-trained wall formed of the golden yew. One sweet-smelling bed is of 
trees of heliotrope, another of tree fuschias, each tree standing in a carpet bed 
of sedums. Passing by bushes of vivid yellow Austrian roses.one comes to the 
shut in home of the South American lamas (queer-looking, long-haired 
creatures) and pretty golden-crested cranes, and wherever there are birds. 
beasts or fishes, by them are fixed model boxes, divided in two compartments’ 
to hold bread and dainties with which to feed them. A very decorative 
wrought gate leads to a quaint rose garden, one of the lastalterations projected 
by the Baron. Here are the choicest of dwarf roses in hundreds, deep crimson, 
tender pink, apricot hue and pale yellow, one bloom more fragrant than the 
other, It is difficult to describe all the floral beauties laid out in perfectly-kept 
pleasure grounds, some hundred and eighty acres in extent. There are Japanese 
maples, their fine red leaves looking like giant bushes of seaweed, or again, palest 
yellow and green ; great bushes of white and pink roses, carelessly set amidst plan" 
tations of laurel bushes that their colourand sweetness may give light ; banks of 
mignonette; wild beds with lupin, columbine, and variegated poppies. Honey-suckle 
and mignonette filled the air, in short it seemed as if no summer bloom was 
absent. Passing the tree planted by the Empress Frederick in the Jubilee year 
1887, a halt was made at the stables. ! 

Without, stands a kennel encased in a frame of iron, elaborately wrought, 
and in the centre of the stables (which are in the shape of a quadrangle), is the 
statue of a horse, one of the Baron’s favourite hunters, the work of the late 
Sir Edgar Boehm, on which he was engaged, on the order of the Baron, 
at the time of his death. The stables are a miracle of order down to the gleam- 
ing brass tap, the name of every horse stands above his stall, and most attrac” 
tive perhaps of all arethe ponies which Miss de Rothschild drives in her pony 
carriage. The long coach-house holds an array of vehicles, barouches, pony 
carriages, broughams, waggonettes, whilst there is a well-stocked harness-room, 
and another room devoted to saddles and the trappings of huntsmen. 

Thence one pauses to peep at the Barbary sheep, who, after some removals, 
are comfortably lodged as in their native land. in a portion of the grounds set 
with special stone brought from Gloucester, and surrounded with but little 
grass and water. It is but a little way from. here to the glass houses, where 
many adjectives again are needed to describe the beauty and choiceness of the 
rare flowers so artistically arranged. A cascade rockery from which the water 
drips in cool fashion is framed with exotic foliage plants, special blooms and 
special colours are ranged in great banks, whilst right and left of the long 
glass hall are smaller houses, where the blooms are brought on to perfection, 
the vivid yellow allamanda, the caladiums, the bougainvillia and the delicate pink 
dipladenia climbing along the roof. 

Outside is a quaint stone bridge in imitation of the Devil's Bridge, Aberyst- 
with, with irregular stepping-stones and gold fish, birds and water lilies dividing 
the waters Leneath. From there one passes to the dairy farm with its square 


beds of roses and great canopy overgrown with gay red roses in the centre, . 


The dairy is almost the most delightful place conceivable on a hot day 
with its heavy roof and verandah, and great pans of cool milk and cream. Just 
adjacent is the dairy-room, where visitors are often regaled with strawberrics 
and cream. ‘The lower part of the walls are panelled with rich carvings, whilst 
on the walls is a collection of quaint and fanciful china. Noneof the chairs are 
alike ; two have for backs carvings in the form of a man’s face. The spade with 
which the Queen planted a tree ten years ago hangs on the wall. Curious are 
the plites filled with realistic China fruit. the old English and foreign jugs and 
plates. Outside the dairy-room are a pair of peacock yews. not quite so famous 
asa unique pair by the glass-houses. golden yew on top, dark green beneath, 
and not very far off are beautiful shorthorn cows. many of whom have achieved 
a record ; a glossy black steer is the proud possessor of a huge silver cup; 
* Belladrum.” a handsome brown and white creature, is another distinguished 
member of the happy family. Curiously enough, she was bought from the 
Queen, and now her grandchild, a yearling heifer, has just been bought back for 
Windsor. I admired the level back and massive proportions of-*' Bashful 
Youth,” who is shortly to be shipped to Buenos Ayres, having fetched the fine 
sum of 450 yvuineas. It may be interesting to note here that Miss de Roths- 
child endeavours to keep her herd as free as possible from all taint of tuber- 
culosis, especially as all the milk which is not used up at the mansion is 
distributed amongst the poor children and invalids, and she therefore thinks it 
so highly important to have it absolutely pure. The tuberculosis test is 
rigidly applied to all cows which Miss de Rothschild buys and sells. 
“The Home Farm” is quite a model in its way, the centre of the square has 
a well, surmounted by a thatched roof and dove cot, limes are planted to give 
cool green to the courtyard, and all around in pens or stalls, as the case may be, 
are comfortably-housed, cows, calves, doughty bulls,cart horses, and prize sheep. 
Close by denizens of the poultry yard of various notable breeds were enjoying 
the luxury of theirrun, whilst beside were the winterresorts in the shape of hen 
coops. A blacksmith’s shop and a fire engine are included in the appointments 
of the model home farm. A proof of the excellence of the animals reared there 
was afforded in the recent sale when some of the sheep were sold to go to 
America to the President of the Sheep Breeding Association of the United 
States, whilst besides the redoubtable “ Bashful Youth,” several other animals 
fetched record prices. No description of Waddeston Manor would be complete 
without a mention of Mr. G. Sims, the Bailiff, who was with Baron Ferdinand 
de Rothschild when he first bought the estate, and mapped out the scheme of 
building a lordly pleasure house and setting it in the most beautiful and pictu- 
resque surroundings, and who is still there to day with an eye to the smallest 
detail, and a most faithful coadjutor to the lady who now reigns over beautiful 
Waddesdon Manor.

_A correspondent writes :—Some extraordinary facts were disclosed at the 
Manchester Summer Assizes in the case. Muscovitz v. Wise. It appears that 
the plaintitf was wrongfully induced, so he stated, to take over the manage - 
ment of the baths, etc.. in the vaults of the synagogue, where he also lived, at 
a weekly rental of 25s. Finding after a while that the income from the baths 
did not produce more than 15:2. per week, the plaintiff fell into arrears with 
his rent, and thereupon the defendant (who is the Treasurer of the Old Hebrew 
congregation) distrained upon his goods. The bailiffs remained in possession 
for five days and were then withdrawn. Plaintiff's counsel having stated the 
case, the Judge stopped the further recital of these and other unedifying details, 
and invited the opposing counsel to his room, where terms were arranged, tre 
plaintiff receiving £55 damages and withdrawing the imputation of wilful — 
misrepresentation. It is to be regretted that there was not a minister in 
Manchester with sufficient influence to step in and prevent proceedings which 
will bring neither honour nor credit to the Jewish name. 


At the rae, ig monthly meeting of the Manchester Jewish Board of 
yuardians (Mr. I, Frankenburg, J.P., in the Chair), it was reported that during 
the month of June ‘5 cases were relieved at acost of £70 11s, 7d., against 83 
cases at acost £56 182.

Kosher Dinners for Middle-Class Families. 


[BY AN EXPERIENCED COOK. | 


MENU OF A DINNER FOR SIX 


Mock Whitebait. 
Grilled Rump Steak. 
Fried Tomatoes. Potato Chips. 
Chicken in Aspic. French Bean Salad. 
Omelette Soutti¢e, Raspberry Castle. 


Mock WHITEBAIT —Peel a large m2rrow, cut it up in pieces the size of whitebait, 
sprinkle them with fine salt, toss them well about and leave for two hours. Then dry the 
pieces gently but thoroughly, and afterwards flour them as you would whitebait. Place 
the pieces in a wire basket, and plunge in a pan of boiling fat. Take them out as s00n as 
they become a pale, golden colour, drain them in front of the fire, sprinkle with a little 
fine salt, and serve immediately on a napkin. 


OMELETTE SOU FFL&E,—Break seven eggs ; separate the yolke and whites. Add to 
the yolks two spooofals of sugar and a Jittle orange-flower water. Beat thoroughly. 
Whip the whites toa firm froth and mix lightly with the yolks. Put in an omelette pan 
a small bit of clarified fat, let it melt, pour in the cmelette, set it over a slow fire, and 
take care it does not burn. In a minute or two, when it has set, turn it out upon the 
dish it is to be served on, sift caster sugar over, and place it in the oven. As soon as it 
has risen take it ont and serve immediately. 


RASPBERRY CASTLY.—Take a pint of raspberries, add to them half-a-pint of water 
and three ounces of sugar and stew. Pass the juice through a cloth and add sufficient 
water to make up a pint anda half. Take two tablespoonfuls of oswego and make it into 
a paste with al ttle cold water. Now make the juice boi'ing and pour it over the oswego 
stirring constantly. Return to the same pan and boil till it thickens and tastes cooked. 
Add more sugar if neceseary ; pour into a high mould; when cold turn out on to a glass 
dish and eerve.
